WOMAN'S KIGHTS. 

The contributors to the l’ennsy!vania Hos- 
pital have decided by a large majority, that 
separate clinical instruction shall be pro- 
vided for the students of the Women's Medi- 
cal College. 

We think that this vexed question has 
been wisely settled. Clinical instruction, 
especially in surgery, to classes composed of 
students of both sexes, seems to us in the 
words of the resolution, of ** questionable ex- 
pediency.” We know that there are those, 
both men and women, who consider all the 
obvious objections to such mixed classes as 
mere squeamishness and prudery; but if we 
refine away such sq ueamishness and pradery 
by a course of abstract reasoning, we shall 
probably find that no such thing as Delicacy 
is left in the world. 

What is Delicacy, if that feeling be not 
outraged by mixed clinics, in cases where 
the most ‘delicate’ operations have to be 
performed’ If there is nothing sacred in 
the feeling that would forbid such mixed 
classes on such occasions, then, it seems to 
us, there is nothing sacred in the feeling at 
all. It is a mere senseless and basel 
scruple—and there is nothing real or worthy 
of respect in what all refined men and wo- 
men, and even unrefined men and women, 
fec! alike as an instinct and a sentiment, 
and, in some cases, almost as a religion. 
One of the very strongest arguments, as 
it always has reemed to us, for the practise 
of medicine by wonten, is the preservation 
of this feeling of Delicacy in certain cases. 
It does seem to us that in many cases, 
and especially in accouchements, ladies 
should have lady physicians, For the same 
reason that we object to the giving of medi- 
cal and surgical instruction to mixed classes 
of male and female stadents, we object to 
male phyeicians attending lady patients in 
certain cases. Of course where the acien- 
titic aid must be bad, and only one kind can 
be obtained, it would be carrying delicacy 
into equeamishness to refuse it because em- 
bodied either in a man or a womaa, 

If it could be provided for, female instruc- 
tors should give clinical imstruction to fe- 
male pupils, with female subjects. And if 
this cannot be done at once, it is the end, 
as it seems to us, which should be kept in 
view,

Mra. Stantons and the Gail Hamiltons and 
Miss Dickinsons, but the Judys and Bridgets 
and Chices and Dinahs, an immense and 
ignorant multitude, which no man can num- 
ber—be given the suffrage, to rule over and 
make laws for us, to decide questions that 
affect our property and business, and repu- 
tation and life,-—to say whether for instance 
we shall bave a Tariff or Free Trade, a con- 
solidated Representative Democracy or a 
State Rights’ Diversity in a Federal Unity— 
this is a question that does copcern us, and 
every other man, and that in the most vital 
and important manner. 

We must look at the question of suffrage 
by iteelf—because it involves not only the 
right of the voter to govern himself or her- 
self, but to govern othefs. And the prac- 
tical question in this country is,—not the 
English question, Shall a small class of in- 
telligent ladies, estimated at one-ninth the 
number of male voters, be admitted to the 
suffrage ’—but shall a vast mas: of unquali- 
fied women, even exceeding all the male 
voting clases in number, be added to the al- 
ready very large proportion of male stupidity 
and folly. 

The common argument foolishly rans,— 
Why should not a large masse of ignorant 
women vote, as well as a large mass of igno- 
rant men’ The answer is evident, Because 
the good of the country will not be promoted 
by increasing the amount of ignorance and 
unwisdom at the polls. In all this talk 
about rights, it is forgotten that no man has 
a natural right as a man to govern another— 
and that the majority of voters do govern 
not only themselves, but the minority also. 
If there be any such natural right to govern 
others, it mist evidently be based upon in- 
telligence and ability; in other words, upon 
the capacity to govern wisely and well. 

The Daily J’ress, of this city, said the 

other day, *‘ Let the voter vote for no man 
to whom he could not commit a private 
trust—the executorship of a will or the 
charge of an estate.” That is well said. But 
has not one man as good a right to be 
elected to office as another ’”’ No—because 
a man has no natural right, based upon mere 
manhood, to govern another. An office is a 
trust. But so is the suffrage. It is an office, 
a franchise, a trust—because it involves not 
mere self-government, but the government 
of others. 
Therefore, whether a woman shall be a 
physician, a nurse, a carpenter or a black- 
smith, is a matter that concerns herself— 
and consequently she has a right to deter- 
mine it for herself. But when the suffrage 
is in question, it should be decided upon en- 
tirely different principles. The determina- 
tion of that question concerns not only the 
small class claiming it, but all the other 
women, qualified and unqualified, in the 
country—and not only all the other women, 
but all the men, who are to prosper by good 
government, or to suffer by bad government, 
also, 
For our part, we observe two great facts. 
First, that we have been constantly engaged 
in widening the basis of the suffrage in this 
country for the last fifty years. Secondly, 
that during that time, there has been a con- 
stant deterioration in the character and 
quality of our public men and our legisla- 
tive bodies, If we ceuld be convinced that 
these two facts were not connected together 
like cause and effect, we should be more dis- 
posed to look with favor upon extending the 
suffrage to some three millions of all kinds 
of women. 
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CORPORAL PUNISHMENT. 

The New York female school-teachers 
have unanimously petitioned, we see it 
stated, for the restoration of the privilege 
of using the rod in the schools. 

While we have no great admiration for 
the rattan as a means of discipline, we 
think it probable that there are certain hard 
cases and low natures which cannet be 
brought under rule without it—especially 
where the teacher is a woman, and the pupils 
are boys. A man, especially when of a strong 
character or powerful build, will often be 
able to keep such boys in subjection by the 
mere awe that his indignation inspires. But 
female teachers, with certain gifted excep- 
tions, will generally find a great difficulty in 
managing boys, cither with or without the 
rod,

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A LARGE SEED FARE. 

We call the attention of those of our 
readers who wish garden seeds or tools to 
the advertisement of Landreth and Son. 
The Landreths bave « tract of nearly six 
hundred acres near Bristo!, Penn, which 
they devote to the raising of seeds. A cor- 
respondent of an Agricultural periodical 
says:— 

“On a visit to Philadelphia, daring the past sa- 
tamn, we stopped for a few hours at Bristol, to view 
the estate at Bloomedale, the noted Seed Farm of 
the Landreths. Many years had elapsed since our 
former visit, within which interval it was evident 
progress had been the emphatic watchword. The 
buildings had grown to be a village. There were 
spacious barna, numerous stately structures of uni- 
form architectural design for drying the crops, as 
gathered haulm and seed ; storehouses for the preser- 
vation of the products; workshops, so to speak, 
where the seeds are measured, put into little paper 
baga, ready labeled, tied into convenient packages, 
and made ready for wholesale customers—the drag- 
giste and storekeepers of the Union. There were 
portable steam-engibes, which admitted of move- 
ment from point to point, for threshing and clean- 
ing ; mills, for grinding fertilizers and stock food ; « 
blackemith, carpenter and wheelwright shop; in 
short, every which might be looked for in an 
incorporated inetitution. There were also neat cot- 
tages for the workmen, each with its garden of vege- 
tables and flowers; a score or two of mules worth the 
price of carriage horses ; Devon oxen for draught; 
and thoroagh-bred Alderney cows for the family 
dairy. The season was too far advanced on the occa- 
sion of our visit to ace the crops to advantage —some 
bad been already harvested, othere were roots des. 
tined for next secason's seeding. We, however, spent 
a few bourse riding over the grounds. To convey an 
idea of their appearance, let the reader imagine « 
well-planned family garden, laid out in parallel! lines, 
with walks between; across the parallelograms are 
planted the several kinds of vegetabics which go to 
make up @ well-stocked kitchen garden, each in its 
true proportion, neatly tilled and cared for ; imagine, 
then, this plot of ground, distended and expanded to 
five hundred scree, without an intervening fence, 
and he will have a conception of the estate at 
Bloomedale.” 

We may add that the raising of Eeculent 
Vegetable Seeds is with the Messrs. Lan- 
dreths a specialty—and tbat they state it to 
be their “‘ abiding care to preserve the good 
name their seeds have sustaived for more 
than three-quarters of a century.”

Motion of the Sun in Space. 





“The movement of the solar 
through space is directed towards a point 
of the celestial vault situated on the right 
line which juins the two stars of the third 
magnitude of Hercules, at one-quarter of 
the apparent distance of these stars from 
each other. The velocity of this movement 
is such that the sun, with all the globes 
which depend upon it, advances in this direc- 
tien at the rate or 1,623 times the length of 
the radius of our orbit (150,000,000 miles), 
per annum.” 

This is a velocity of 420,000 miles per 
diem, or nearly five miles per second. 

Thus we see that direct observation has 
once more legitimized the inductions of 
theory. The reality of this motion, by which 
the solar system is carried along in the 
depths of space, is proved. It still remains 
to be known what the nature of this motion 
is—whether the sun moves periodically 
around some unknown centre, if it forms 
~ of any particular stellar system, some 
ragment of the great system of the Milky 
Way, or if it is the satellite of some other 
sun. Perhaps its motien is merely the effect 
of the perturbations which it experiences 
from the stellar masses which surround it 
everywhere at unequal distances, and which 
are distributed irregularly in space. 

In the first bypothesie that of a periodic 
motion—the right line which represents the 
sun’s course towards Hercules is only a 
limited portion of the solar orbit, and all 
that can at present be concluded from it is 
that the unknown centre around which it 
moves is at right angles to this line. In the 
course of several centuries it will perhaps 
be 22 for —* to determine the 
curve of the orbit, by neti a change in 
the course of the sun’s perp a 80 acquire 
some idea of the distance of the orbit’s 
focus, By studying the proper motions of 
the sun and stars, as i? they had a common 
focus, Argelander bas examined the degree 
of probability presented by the hypothesis 
that the constellation Perseus wend be the 
general centre of their gravitation, Medler 
regards Alcyone, the most brilliant of the 
Pleiades, as the central sun, around which 
our sun oscillates, and the Pleiades them- 
selves as the group whose mass determines 
the motion of our solar system. These specu- 
lations, though they are but conjectures, are 
interesting, inasmuch as they act as points 
to which further inquiry may be advantage- 
ously directod, 

The discovery of a proper motion with 
which our sun is found to be endowed com- 
pletes the analogies which bind it to all 
other known stars; for as sidereal astronomy 
progresses, the number of stars whose mo- 
tion is perceptible increases, and we are 
forced to the conclusion that everything in 
the universe is in motion, that nothing is 
still, or in absolute repose: the immensity 
of the distances only give an apparent fixit 
to this multitade of celestial bodies whic 
shine with sufficient brightness to cause 
their lances of light to reach us. Neverthe- 
less, years—thousands and millions of years 
—have elapsed since the vibrations of their 
surfaces occurred, which cause the impres- 
sion of light to be felt by us, and the mo- 
tions which we at the present time detect 
with so much difficulty, have been accom- 
plished ages ago, 

As to the course in which we travel 
through space, it is probable that we ethall 
never know it with absolute accuracy; and 
the same may be said of all the globex of 
the solar world. The moon circulates round 
the earth, but the ellipse which it describes 
ia Ouly, a8 we have teen it, a relative mo- 
tion, for the earth also revolves round the 
sun; and even if we suppose the latter to 
be immovable, it is, nevertheless, true that 
our satellite describes a curve of various in- 
Nections, a species of cycloid which plane- 
tary perterbations render still more compli- 
cated. Who knows where this tangling of 
intricate curves, this combination of orbits, 
the last of which may be only apparent, 
really ends’ The sun exists in the Milky 
Way, which appears to be an agglomeration 
of world-systems, and it is possible that it 
forms part of one of these «ystems; but the 
collection of stars of which the latter is 
composed is influenced by the attrative 
forces of all the others, and the result is, 
doubtless, a general motion directed, per- 
baps, aloug the major axis of the great ne- 
buia. The Milky Way itself, with all its 
millions of stars, what is it more in the 
visible universe than an archipelago in the 
ocean ?—but an archipelago én motion, that 
travels in infinite space, like all those other 
galaxies which the telescope has already re- 
vealed to us. When the ht of man 
plunges into these infinities he is bewilder- 
ed, he loses all self-control, in spite of 
science which opens to him these sublime 
climpses of infinite epace aud time!

Guage VaLiey, CALIFORNIA, 
April 26, 1870. 


The sunshine was brilliant, as only Cali- 
fornia sunshine can be, the sky cloudless, a» 
betimes in the morning of April 15 weret forth 
for a drive down the mounteins and across 
the plains to Marysville, 35 miles below bere. 
Our horses were spirited, ourselves of good 
cheer, and we drove merrily along, truly 
luxurleting im the deliciously balmy air. 
Around us all was fresh and green, and the 
nearer we 1 the foot bills the 
fresher, greener and Jovelier a!l nature ap- 
peared. I never weary of noting the vast 
difference a few miles can sbow in the pro- 
gress of v among these California 
mountaina, At Rough and Ready, only four 
miles below Grass Valley, there is at least a 
week's difference in the advance of all 
growth, wor is there visible a trace of that 
unlooked-for frost that during the second 
week of April blighted the promise of numer 
ous oh trees in our immediate vicinity. 
Speaking of the frost reminds me that we 
have had two or three fa!ls of snow since I 
wrote last, just such as those I referred to 
then, and owing te this stormy weather of 
late March and early April, the progress of 
spring haf been much retarded. 1am told 

at the seasoa is three weeks later than 
usu 

As we drove along Syuirrel Creek and 
through Penn Valley the +cene continued to 
increase in loveliaess, The last time I had 
been down there the live-oak alone of the 
oak family was possessed of it« foliage. The 
otbers mourpfully extended their gnarled 
branches with heavy bouchs of mistletoe as 
their sole 2 adornment. Now the foliage 
of both white and black oak is magnificently 
luxuriant, being, of course, more developed 
the lower we descended. Much of the chap- 
peral is now in the height of its bloom. 
Mauzanita has been laien with its delicate 
pink blossoms since February, the chamiza 
has for several weeks been covered with a 
pretty white blossom, and the pure white 
eyringa, or wild mock orange, the most 
beautiful and fragrant tlower, is just burst- 
ing into bloom. The buckeye, the pride of 
the aboriginees, blossom: later, but its fresh 
green foliage is pow excessively charming. 
Chis latter is a most graceful shrab, grow- 
ing often in very picturesque clamps, form- 
ing au arbor-hke shelter from the sun's rays. 
Growing in among the c/apparal on the 
hill sides, in the forest giades, down ravines, 
in the fields, everywhere, we saw abun- 
dance of wild flowers. On, these flowers! 
low shall I ever find words to convey the 
faintest idea of their profusion and loveli- 
ness’ Here the rich growth of mountain 
ploks led us to christen a bill near Rough 
aod Ready ‘* Pink Hill,” there the laxuriance 
of lupins, ** Lupin Hill,” yonder waa * Lupin 
Ravine.” Then there were fields of wild 
poppy, the flower the Indians love, that they 
gather, dry, aod use in various ways, chiefly 
for its narcotic properties, At home in our 
gardens poppies have never had much charm 





Iney are larger, richer, more velvety in 
texture, more brilliaut of hue, besides har- 
mouizing to a marvellous degree with all the 
surroundings, First we found them in scat- 
tered patches, thea extending over whole 
field*, alone or ivutermingled with blue 
flowers, and white flowers, and diverse other 
sbades and varieties of flowers. Upon * Pink 
Lill and eleewhere we found quantities of 
a most lovely litthe wild Hewer, white with 
straw-tinted centre, Jonquil-like in shape, 
called adder'’s tongue, 

We turned off uur direct route 15 miles 
from our starting point to visit the ‘ Hy 
draulic Diggiogs” at Smarteville. These are 
very rich and celebrated claims, have been 
worked more steadily than any other of the 
kird in the state, aad atill yield enormous 
profits, The h se was doing ita disintegra- 
tiog work while we wee there, causing 
everything with which ite current came into 
centact to give way before it. One hill, 
whose now naked wall measures rome 190 
feet in beight, stands cleft through the 
middle, the work having been accomplished, 
partly through tunnelling, partly through 
hose-washing. Gazing upward I could count 
20 different strata of earth exposed upon 
oue bared bill-side to the gaze of man, The 
sight was marvellous and intensely interest- 
ing, and would prolably have impressed me 
still more deeply than it did had it not been 
for my visit just before to You Bet. Of this 
I must write in my next, . 

Kkuses were blooming in the Smartaville 
gardeus, the low cottages were many of 
them covered with creepers rich with white 
or piok clusters, Tae contrast thus formed 
with the desolation of the mining grounds 
within view was a striking one, 

Then we proce: ded onwards, soon the last 
foot bill was left bebiad, aud we were speed- 
ing across the lower plains, Had the wild 
flowers charmed us before, they fairly be- 
wildeved us now There were acres upon 
acres of untilled land cowered with the 
softest luxuiauce of grass, intermingled 
with wild flowers of every form, size and 
hue. We were surrounded on every side 
as by the must superb carpet, of style and 
texture unparalleled. How softly could one 
rest beneath one of these weird, wide- 
spreading oaks that are picturesquely dotted 
trrough the country ! Weald it not be most 
enjoyable to wan scr at will with a pleasant 
horseback party through this beautiful re- 
gion at this season, and provided with port- 
able tents and jrovisious, pause to rest 
when we chose vear some pleasant stream,

ment to the next. Marvellous and strange 
has been the change wrought in twenty 
years! 
Everywhere upon our route, too, we ob- 
served numerous birds of the most brilliant 
plumage, and they made the air glad with 
their cheerful song. The sun grew warmer 
and warmer as we approached Maryaville— 
it became finally like a July or August day, 
and we actually found men mowing in the 
fields. How odd it seemed to me! My 
cries of ** Oh, stop !—let me out of the car- 
riage here!—I must have those flowers!” 
grew gradually fainter. My long drive bad 
tamed me. Yet I was by no means ex- 
hausted, I have gained too much physical 
strength amongst California mountains for 
that. 
The Yuba was soon reached, we crossed 
it by a bridge and drove along a willow-bor- 
dered road into Maryeville. In referring to 
the Yuba I must relate an anecdote told of 
the dam of that river. A gentleman was 
once travelling through this country, and 
being much interested in the beauty of the 
scenery, stopped a little girl on her way to 
school te inquire the same of the vicinity, 
with which he was unacqaninted ‘ Yaba 
Dam, sir,” was the reply. *‘ You be damned !” 
echoed he in horrified ameze. ‘ Why, my 
little fist, it is dreadful to hear you making 
use of such profane language. Cannot you 
answer my question without that?” But 
the little one merely looked up with scared 
wonder into his face and hu:ried on, Pre- 
sently be met a woman from one of the 
neighboring ravches. ‘‘My good woman,” 
said he, *‘can you tell me the name of this 
place?” ‘* Yuba Dam,” sir,” she answered. 
** Why, this is fearful!” eried the stranger. 
“Cannot you avawer me a civil question 
without ewearing’” ‘* Yuba Dam, sir,” re- 
peated she, indignantly, and moved along, 
leaving ber interrogator rooted to the spot.

Notwithstanding this 
the stranger's curiosity was so intensely 
aroused that be begg:d for an explanation, 
and learned that he was near the Dam of 
the Yuba river—pronounced by the country 
folks Yuby. He proceeded onwards, it is to 
be presumed, a wiser man. 
1 was charmed with Marysville, it is an 
extremely preity place, with many more 
handsome buildings than I had ex to 
find. There are numbers of handsome 
churches, schools, and ot er public build- 
ings, and the stores are sub-ta- tial, city-like 
looking buildings. The dwelling bouses are 
surreunded by charming fruit and flower 
gardens, The early roses were past their 
iirst bloom, and our later flowers were well 
advanced, at the time we were there. Upon 
the fig-trees the fruit was almost as far ad- 
vanced as it will be up here in the moun- 
tains in June; and other trees had made 
similar progress, Huge cactuses, India- 
rubber plants, and other tropical growths 
abounded in the gardens, growing un- 
harmed all the year round. The fruit upon 
the orange and lemon trees began to ripen 
at Christmas time, and has been coming on 
in abundance since, It has only recenvily 
been discovered that tropical rales avd 
plants would thrive out-doors all the year 
round in Marysville; avd pow attention is 
largely turned to their cultivation. 
I do not know when I have been more 
fascinated than by the entire experience of 
this day. At our journey's exd, too, we 
met pleasant, genial people. They were 
anxious that I, as a strauger, should like 
their city, pleased that I cid so, and most 
hospitably urged their invitation that I 
should remain lo ger and see more of it. 
About sunset [ wae driven out over the 
Featber River into Sutter county—Marys- 
ville is in Yuba cou: ty—woere I mizhbt ob- 
tain a good view of the thirteen-miles-dis- 
tant Buctes. The view was a mest exqui- 
site one, and yet, oddiy evough, exc pt that 
it seemed strange to be on a level with their 
base, the Buttes did uot look so vastly dif- 
ferent than they have looked to me when I 
have seen them from a lofty altitude at a 
distance of forty miles aud upwards, Gaziog 
eartward, I could obtain a grand view of our 
mountains, as I find myself calling the vast 
Sierras. We could view the range far up to 
the ggions of snow—anud the right was an 
almost oppressively graud ove. 
Early vext morning we turned our horses 
heads homewards.

More About California.

A Drive Dewn to Marysville. 








Grass VaLiry, CALIPORNIA, } 
April 26, 1870. 


The sunshine was brilliant, as only Cali- 
fornia sunshine can be, the +ky cloudless, a» 
betimesin the morning of April 18 weret forth 
for a drive down the mounteius and across 
the plains to Marysville, 35 miles below bere. 
Our borses were epirited, ourselves of good 
cheer, and we drove merrily along, truly 
luxuriating im the deliciously balmy air. 
Around us sll was fresh and green, and the 
nearer we approache: the foot bills the 
fresher, greener and lJovelier all nature ap- 
peared. 1 never weary of noting the vast 
difference a few miles can show in the pro- 
gress of vegetation among there California 
mountaina, At Rough and Keady, only four 
miles below Grass Valley, tiere is at least a 
week's difference in the advance of all 
growth, mor is there visible a trace of that 
unlooked-for frost that during the seoend 
week of April blighted the promise of numer 
ous peach trees in our immediate vicinity. 
Sy ing of the frost reminds me that we 
have had two or three falls of snow since I 
wrote last, just such as those I referred to 
then, and owing te this stormy weather of 
late March and early April, the progress of 
epring ha¥ been much retarde’!. lam told 
that the seasoa is three weeks later than 
usual, 

As we drove along Syuirrel Creek and 
through Penn Valley the rvene continued to 
increase in loveliaess, The last time I had 
been down there the live-onk alone of the 
oak family was posnesred of its foliage. The 
others mournfully extended their gnarled 
branches with heavy bouchs of mistletoe as 
their sole — adornment. Now the foliage 
of both white and black oak is magnificently 
luxuriant, being, of course, more developed 
the lower we descended. Much of the chap- 
peral is wow in the height of its bloom. 
Mavzavita has been laien with its delicate 
pink blossome since February, the chamiza 
has for several weeks been covered with a 
pretty white blossom, and the pure white 
eyrioga, or wild mock orange, the most 
beautiful and fragraot tower, is just burst- 
ing Into bloom. The buckeye, the pride of 
the ——— blossom: later, but ive fresh 
green foliage is pow excessively charming. 
Chis latter is a most graceful shrub, grow- 
ing often in cae — clumps, form- 
tog au arbor-lkesbelter from the sun's rays, 

Growing in among the c/appearal on the 
hill sides, in the forest gindes, down ravines, 
in the flelds, everywhere, we saw abun- 
dance of wild flowers, On, these flowers! 
Ilow shall I ever find words to convey the 
faintest idea of their profusion and Joveli- 
ness’ Here the rich growth of mountain 
pluks led us to christen a hill near Rough 


and Ready ‘ Pink Hill,” there the luxuriance 
of lupins, ‘* Lupin Hill,” yonder was ** Lupin 


Ravine.” Then there were fields of wild 
poppy, the flower the Indians love, that they 


gather, dry, aod use in various ways, chietly 


for its narcotic properties, At home in our 
gardeos poppies have never had much charm 
for me, here they affect me differently 
ney are larger, richer, more velvety in 
texture, more brilliant of hue, besides har- 
monizing to a marvellous degree with all the 
surroundings, First we found them in scat 
tered patches, thea extending over whole 
fields, alome or ivtermingled with blue 
flowers, and white flowers, and diverse other 
sbades and varieties of flowers, Upon * Pink 
Hill’ and eleewhere we found quantities of 
a most lovely littl wild fewer, white with 
atraw-tioted centre, Jonquil-like in shape, 
called adder'sa tongue, 

We turned off cur direct route 15 miles 
from our starting point to visit the “ Hy 
draulic Diggiogs” at Smarteville. These are 
very rich and col brated claims, have been 
worked more steacily than any other of the 
kind in the state, aud still yield enormous 
profits, The bh se was doing its disintegra- 
tiog work while we wee there, causing 
everything with which ite current came into 
eeutact to give way before it. One hill, 
whose now uvaked wall measures some 190 
feet in beight, stands cleft through the 
middle, the work having been accomplished, 
pardly through tunnelling, partly through 
hose-washing, Gaviog upward I could count 
20 different strata of earth exposed upon 
oue bared bill-side to the gaze of man, The 
eight was marvellous and intensely interest- 
ing, and would prolably have impressed me 
still more deeply than it did had it not been 
for my visit just before to You Bet. Of tbis 
I must write in my next, , 

Kkuses were blooming in the Smarteville 
gardens, the low cottages were many of 
them covered with creepers rich with white 
or pink clusters, Tee contrast thus formed

The dwelling bouses are 
surreuuded by charwing fruit and flower 
gardens, The early roses were past their 
first bloom, and our later tlowers were well 
advanced, at the time we were there.

In Spain the duc! is the resort of gentle- 
men, The point of honor is absolute in so- 
ciety, The phrase itself has been used so 
much, that ite angles have been worn off 
and the three words rubbed into one—pun- 
donor (punto de honor). Not eatiafied with 
that, the Spaniar's have started from the 
basis of this barbarous abbreviation to build 
an adjective, pundunorosy, which conveys 
the highest compliment you can pay to a 
cavalier of Castile. ‘To be touchy and quar- 
relsome—-bizarre, ax they term it—is the 
sure index of a noble «pirit. If you are not 
bellicose yourself, you must at least always 
be ready to accept a quarre! with alacrity. 
This is a coreee to which every one is subject 
who pretends to be in the world. 

You must not be tou nico, either, in the 
choice of an adversary. The son of one of 
the most important families of the kingdom 
was recently killed in a duel with a man of 
greatly inferior social position, The Gover- 
nor of the Philippine Islands fought a few 
weeks ago with a young clerk whom he had 
imprisoned at Manilla for not taking off his 
hat when his Excellency paseed by for his 
airing.

The duel is therefore in Spain not the ab- 
surd anachrouism that it w in countries 
more advanced, It is a portion of the life of 
the people, It is an incident of the imper- 
fect civilization which etill exists in the 
Peninsula, It is believed in and respected 
as arerious and dignified end to a quarrel, 
There are men who eee the utterly false and 
illogical character of the custom; but even 
these, while deploring it, do not dage oppose 
it.—-Addantic Monthly, 

The Uses ef Fiction. 

One of the first uses of fiction is, that it 
keeps awake a good ideal of life. in their 
own barrow spheres, men have a tendency 
to run in narrow grooves, aud become the 
victims of petty desires and mean theories. 
Without that constant communion with 
other natures which enlarges the sympathies 
and widens the understanding, men are apt 
to settle down into a sordid selfishness, 
Fiction steps in and shows the beauty of a 
healthier, mere active and beneficial life. 
It Kindles new desizyes, awakens a little he- 
roism to purify the tainted moral air, and 
lets a mau see what, after all, ought to be 
the chief pleasures and the real aim of 
living, A man who loves fiction cannot be 
altog: ther asveak, The multitude of bonor- 
able people he meets would shame him into 
better conluct.

Tbe novelist may be said to be 
always on the side of the virtues. He does 
not--or, at least, ought not to—make his 
virtuous people invariably triumphant in 
the end; for, in real life, they are not so; 
but the mere fact that he exhibits certain 
hoes of conduct as being praiseworthy and 
commendable, and certain others as being 
contemptible and bad, makes him, in spite 
. a moralist. Farther: however 
realistic may be his treatment of ordinary 
life, at must cateh a glow of richness and 
color from lis imagimation, He must so far 
iienlize bis scenes as to give them dramatic 
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ling. Many a case of typboid, and much 
impaired vitality ready to succumb to tri- 
fling ailments, might traced to such pol- 
lutions, The fecting quality of earth 
itself fortunately relieves us from the 
greatest liability to impure well-water, but 
even this beneficent quality may be ex- 
hausted by abuse. 


Materials for Fleers of Horse Stabies, 

The floors of city stables are of various 
kinds of material. The stable proper, its 
stalls, loose boxes, &o,., are usually covered 
with wood laid in various ways. This ma- 
terial is perhaps less objectionable for such 

rposes than any other in use, since floors 
fai with wood last longer and need less re- 
pairing than do those laid with stone; how- 
ever, some persons object to wood on ac- 
count of ite becoming saturated with urine 
and other animal fluids in a short time. 
Concrete is another substance now used in 
some rare instances for floors of stables, but 
from what we have seen of it we cannot 
truthfully recommend it for such a purpose, 
as itis very apt during the hot season to be- 
come full of holes and very uneven on its 
surface; its chief composition being, we be- 
lieve, gas tar mixed with sand or gravel. 
Cobble and Belgian pavements are also in 
use for stable-floors, but more frequently 
for the floor of the carriage-house or on 
that part of it upon which carriages stand 
while being washed.—McClure’s Stable 
Guide. 


Cultivating the Strawberry. 

It has become fairly settled as the only 
sound method of cultivating the straw- 
berry that the plants must be kept from 
runners. The effect of this practice is won- 
derful. The whole growth of the plant is 
concentrated by this means in the original 
stock, and it enlarges, uutil as many as a 
quart of berries have been plucked from a 
single plant. It will be understood that this 
method is followed only with such plants as 
are not raised with a view of propagation, 
but are permanent varieties, set out for 
family use. In order to sell, the runners 
must be encouraged. After all the endless 
list of varieties which have been extolled as 
the best, the Wilson retains its position as 
the best market berry. Much will be found 
to depend on the nature of the soil and the 
mode of cultivation. Before the plants are 
in bloom in the early spring, the applica- 
tion of liquid manure will be found of great 
value, 











Beets. 

A Paris agricultural paper says that the 
culture of the beet is worth as much to a 
country as a fertilizer as it is for its product 
of sugar—the pulp being more valuable than 
the saccharine material extracted. 

It is fed to cattle kept in stables, and 
where it is raised in large quantities, it per- 
mits a very large increase of stock. These 
in turn fertilize the land, so that the crop of 
wheat, in addition to the speciality of beets, 
has immensely increased. 

We see no reason why a like result should 
not be obtained in this country, where the 
making of beet-sugar has been inaugura- 
ted, and will be constantly increasing. If 
the pumice is all carefully saved and fed as 
in France, there can be no reason why the 
soil should not be constantly growing in pro- 
ductiveness. 





Foot-not In CATTLE.—A correspondent 
furnishes the Mirror and Farmer, Manches- 
ter, N. H., the following remedy for this 
disease: —Put them in a place where you 
can handle their feet, and then take half a 
pint of common tar and as mach soft soap, 
put them into any vessel, and heat them to- 
gether until they get thoroughly mixed; 
then let it cool down some, but not too 
much; put it on the parts affected quite 
hot, and in seven cases out of ten it will 
effect a cure, but if it does not, repeat the 
soap and tar, which will be sufficient to 
cure any case that I ¥ver saw, in a few days.

—Take a fresh calf's liver, and having made 
a hole in it with a large knife run in | - 
ways, but not quite through, have ya 
forced meat or etufling made of part of the 
liver parboiled, fat of bacon minced very 
fine, and sweet herbs powdered ; add to these 
some grated bread and spice finely powdered 
with pepper and salt. With this stuffing fll 
the bole in the liver, which must be larded 
with fat bacon, and then roasted, flouring it 
well, and basting with butter. Serve hot. 

To Bro Car's Liver.—Cut in slices, 
put over it sa't and pepper, broil it nicely, 
and pour on some melted butter, with chop- 
ped parsley after it is dished. 

MaIzena BLanc Manor.—Quarter of a 
pound of maizena to three pints of milk. 
Put two and a half pints of milk to boil 
with a quarter of a pound of loaf-sugar and 
some thinly-pared lemon-rind. Mix the 
maizena with the remaining cold milk, and 
add a few drops of almond flavoring. Whea 
the other milk is boiling, strain it and stir it 
to the maizena. Put it al! into the sauce- 
pan, just let it boil a minute or two, and 
pour it into moulds which have been pre- 
viously steod in cold water. This is a very
